PROBABLY DONE FOR REVENGE.

8 ( RANTON, Pa., J une 30.—The dy na­ 
mite explosion in South Scranton blew 
up the business block of Leon Ulchof- 
ski, a double dwelling owned by him 
and a detached house owned Dy Michael 
O’Hara. ’'The business block, a two- 
story building, was torn to pieces. 
Twenty other houses had all the win­ 
dows blown out and plaster torn from 
the walls, The shock was felt all over 
the city . 
. . . 
Olchofski was senonsly injured in 
saving his wife and his recovery is 
doubtful. Following the explosion the 
wrecked buildings took tire, but the 
firemen kept the flameii from spreading. 
The infant child of Michael J oy ce was 
dangerously injured and a little son of 
J ohn Klein almost suffo<'ated. 
The 
total loss will reach $25,000. 
Olchofski has been in political and 
church wrangles for a number of y ears 
and was the recognized leader of one of 
the warring factions among the South 
Side Polauders. 
When asked if he 
thought it possible that some enemy 
had blown up his store he said he did 
not know what to think, it might be 
that, but he would not like to say any ­ 
thing about it. 
Nobody could be found w’ho could 
icxplain the cause of the disaster. Cir- 
icurastantial evidence al)0unds, how­ 
ever, to show that it was no accident. 
Gas could not have wrought such 
havoc nor could it have been caused by 
any ordinary amount of dy namite or 
gly cerin. 
Olckofski was arrested later, accused 
of arson.

It is evident) according to Nansen, 
that the Waters of the |x lar s**us are far 
from bring di sorted by living creatures 
Wherever the sea is open cr partially so 
seals, narwhals and Urds abound, and 
on the heaps of ice near the edge of the 
water the bears are numerous. Under 
the ice marine animals ar** not wanting 
The explorers found iii abundance little 
crustaceans, whose discovery was the 
result of an accident. 
One day tin* cook sunk a piece of 
meat in a hole which he had rut in the 
ice with a view of thawing it out. That 
is a method often resorted to for the 
purpose of sparing the fuel. Forty eight 
hours aft* rward, while taking out the 
meat, the cook was astonished to find 
an immense number of little animals 
that dropped upon the surface of the i<*< 
and commenced to jump about like 
fleas. 
Nausea, who is a professor of 
zoology, had no trouble in recognising 
those little crustaceans, which may be 
seen jumping in the sand, and which 
are called sand fleas. He was delighted 
at the discovery, because the creator* * 
ar*' good to eat, although they contain 
but little nourishment. 
A few mouths later on, when in 78 
or 80 degrees north latitude, in Octo­ 
ber—that is to say, at the beginning of 
the long w inter night— he fished up in a 
little net wit Ii dose meshes a quantity 
of little crustaceans. This proves that 
life is by no means suspended under the 
Ice; on the contrary, it is very active. 
In the mud of the bottom, where the 
w ater is shallow, there are numerous 
starfish, mollusks, worms, sponges and 
several species of crustacea.—Journal 
, des Debuts.
